Batchelder Retires as School Board Head 
Republicans Out to 'Get' Acheson on Spy Deal? 
Gubitckev's 
Deportation 
Upsets Solons 


Claim He Bungled, 
Is Unfit for Post 
Wasington. March 11—(AP)— 


A ne-.v Republican drive against 
Secretary of State Acheson ap- 
peared to be developing today be- 
hind the scenes of the Communist 
hunt inspired by Senator McCar- 
thy (R-Wis). 


Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 


the GOP floor leader, brought the 
attack into the open yesterday 
with criticism of what he called 
Acheson's "bungling" in the Gubit- 
chev spy case- 


Wherry said the secretary dem- 


onstrated "unfitaess" for his jot 
by his offer to let Valentin A. 
Gubitchev—convicted with Judith 
Coplon of espionage conspiracy— 
escape a'15-year prison term if he 
leaves this country. 


The senator said Acheson should 


have let the law take its course, 
adding that Russian propagandists 
already are calling the move a 
sign of weakness. 


Has Good Backing 


Rep. Fellows (R-Me) made a 


similar statement in the house. 


Although only five other Re- 


publicans joined Wherry in voting 
against senate confirmation of 
Acheson on Jan. 18, 1949, there 
were indications that the Nebras- 
kan'* attack had the backing of a 
far larger number of his party 
members -who would like to see the 
secretary of state dumped over- 
board. 


McCarthy,.who haa charged that 


Communist* hold key jobs in. the 
State Department, has provided 
fresh ammunition, for Republicans 
already critical of Acheson's state- 
ment that he would not turn his 
back on Alger Hiss. 


Hiss, former department 
offi- 


cial, was convicted of lying about 
passing secret papers to an admit- 
ted Communist courier. 


McCarthy already has brought 


Mrs. Acheson's name into the sen- 
ate foreign relations subcommit- 
tee's investigation of the Wiscon- 
sin senator's charges. 


He made it plain, however, that 


he pointed to her as a sponsor of 
an alleged Communist front organ- 
ization only to show how easy it 
is for prominent persons unwit- 
tingly to be used by such groups. 


Political Word Battle

NC-.V York. March 11—(API- 


Valentin A. Gubitchev. convicted as 
a Soviet spy. reportedly will ac- 
cept the U. S. government's offer 
of release from a 15-year prison 
term on the condition that he go 
nome to Russia. 


The government had told the 33- 


year-old engineer that he could 
aick his own penalty for conspi- 
racy and attempted 
espionage 


against the United States. 


It was reported that Gubiichev 


plans to leave the United States 
March 20 aboard the Polish liner 
Batory—the same ship on which 
Communist fugitive Gerhard Eisler 
fled this country as a stowaway 
last May. 


The judge, on recommendation 


of the Justice Department and the 
State Department, said the Rus- 
sian's sentence would be suspend- 
ed if he made his exit within two 
weeks—"never to return."

Confession of 
Fucks Read to 
U. S. Senators 
H-Bomb Secrets May 
Be in Red Hands, Too

Washington. March 11—(AP)— 


Dr. Karl Fuchs, confessed Russian 
spy, may have stripped the United 
States' scientific cupboard bare of 
all but its latest atomic secrets. 


Further, it is considered likely 


anionsj those familiar with the sit- 
uation that he could have passed 
on to the Soviets highly "educated 
guesses." to say the least, about 
the rate of U. S- A-bomb produc- 
tion and the size of this country's 
stock-piie. 


Both Secrets Guarded 


Both are closely guarded secrets. 


So is all data connected with de- 
velopment of the potentially more 
deadly 
hydrogen bomb. 
Fuchs 


was familiar with the theory of 
the B-bomb, too. 


Members of the senate-house 


atomic energy committee who saw 
the Fnchs' confession for the first 
time yesterday took a grave view 
of the matter. Senator McMahoa 
(D-Conn), committee 
chairman, 


declined to say what was in it cr 
answer questions about it. 


The confession, passed on by the 


British, reached the joint com- 
mittee through the Federal Bu- 
reau* of Investigation and the 
Atomic Energy commission. AEC 
officials met with the committee 
behind closed doors to go over the 
document. 


Got Names. •Dates 


It was learned later that some 


information, including dates and 
names, had been deleted from the 
close-guarded confession before it 
got to the committee. 


Fuchs, a Communist and leading 


British atomic scientist, was con- 
victed on March 1 of betraying 
British-American atomic secrets 
to Russia and sentenced to 14 
years in prison. 


The German-born scientist had 


been arrested in London February 
3, on evidence supplied by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. He 
had worked on the U. S. atomic 
project from late 1943 until June, 
1946. 


In Montreal, the Ensign, a Ro- 


man Catholic weekly newspaper, 
said yesterday that it has proof 
that Canada in 1946 informed U- 
S. and British authorities that 
Fuchs was involved in the Russian 
spy network.
